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Voting Rights Protected 
‘In a unanimous decision the United States 
Supreme Court has upheld the Government's 
right, under the 1957 Civil Rights Act, to pro- 
ceed against state officials who deny Negro 
citizens the right to vote. This is-a substan- 
tial gain ¢~*inst those Southerners, who be- 
lieve that the states can be used as instrumen- 
talities to counteract federal policy in this 
ffeld. It is the more impressive because the 
Court, without further comment, restored 
the voting rights of 1377. Negroes whose 
names had been stricken from the registration 
rolls in Washington parish, La. 


Despite the decision, there is still need for 
the civil rights legisietion now threatened 
by a-filibuster in the Senete. The decision 
establishes the right to hale into court offi- 
cials who have denied a citizen the right to 
vote: but often by the time this is done, the 
election is over. The pending bills would 
provide either for court-appointed referees or 
federal government-appointed registrars to 
make sure that Negroes are registered and 
their .votes counted in federal and state 
elections. 

. . a 

The Court’s-key decision stemmed from 
action by the Department of Justice against 
registration officials in Terrell county, Ga. 
These proceedings were halted by United 
States District Judge T. Hoyt Davis of Ameri- 
cus, Ga., who held the 1957 law to be uncon- 
stitutional on the ground that it allows suits 
against private persons as well as against pub- 
lic officials. 


Spesking for the Court, Justice Brennan 
gave the lower court a lesson in the judicial 
practice of sticking to the immediate point 
at issue. The lower court had recognized, said 
Justice Brennan, that both the—Fifteenth 
Amendment—which provides that no state 
shall deprive a citizen of his right to vote on 
account of race—as well as the 1957 law had 
been violated by those involved in this case. 
It “should then have gone no further and 
should have unheld the act as applied in the 
present action.” 


Justice Brennan added that the Supreme 
Court was expressing no opinion as to the 
“ultimate scope” of the law or as to its con- 
stitutionality if applied in dther wavs than in 
the case at hand. Thus the Court will not rule 
on the possibility of suits against private per- 
sons for keeping a Negro from voting until 
that issue is squarely before it. 


In spite of the position taken by James 
Madison when the Bill of Rights was drafted 
and the arguments made in Congress in con- 
nection with the addéption of the Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments, the Supreme 
Court long refused to demand of the states 
the same respect for civil rights which 
it demanded of federal authorities. A change 
in this position began in 1927. In the next two 
decades the Court held that all the safeguards 
of the First Amendment were binding on the 
states. Since then, mostly in 5 to 4 decisions, 
the Court has selectively made more and 
more provisions of other amendments binding 
on the states. 

Thus there has been a gradual diminution 
of the legal view that a person as a citizen 
of a state may not enjoy rights and privileges 
which are his as a citizen of the United States. 
There always were those, including some of 
the most distinguished members of the Su- 
preme Court, who disagreed with this. Mon- 
day’s decision further narrowed the anomaly.

The accidental nature of fame is well il. 


lustrated in the case of Samuel Wilson. He 
was born in Massachusetts in 1766 and during 
the War of 1812 packed salt meat in. his 
slaughterhouse at Troy, N.Y., for nearby army 
camps. Some of his barrels were marked 
“U.S.,” for United States. According to the 
story, Onesoldier asked another what the 
initials meant, and the reply was Uncle Sam.

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A Precedent to Follow 


In ruling that-a utility cannot charge rates | 


to compensate it for Federal income taxes it 
escapes paying through a provision of the 
1954 Internal Revenue Code called “liberal- 
ized depreciation,” the Illinois Supreme Court 
has set a precedent which should be extended 
nationally. 

Liberalized depreciation permits a com- 
pany, for tax purposes, to write off an aug- 
mented amount of its plant investment in 
the early years of service life, thus reducing 
its net income and its Federal income taxes. 
It is intended, as the Illinois Supreme Court 
noted, to stimulate expansion “particularly in 
high-risk, growing and small businesses.” 

We are not convinced that utilities should 


be allowed to claim liberalized depreciation | 


at all. With their assured markets and low 
risk, they need no such stimulus to expand 
except; perhaps, in wartime for plant capacity 
that will be useless when peace returns. But 


‘if they are allowed to claim accelerated amor- 


tization, as the Federal Power Commission 
has ruled, then certainly the Illinois court is 
right in:saying that the rate base should re- 
flect it. Depreciation as figured for tax pur- 
posesand as figured for rate purposes should 
be the tome: 

Power companies across the nation are 
taking “liberalized depreciation” in large 
amounts. Some of them have distributed to 
stockholders as dividends the sums already 


saved. Sometimes these dividends are partly 


tax-free, infother instances wholly so. 

The Illinois Case arose over a water rat 
than a power utility. Alton Water Co. prox 
posed a 47% per cent rate increase and the 
Illinois Commeree Commission permitted it.

Opportunities Muffed? 


Some members of President Eisenhower’s 
advisory committee on inter-American affairs 
are represented as feeling the President has 
overlooked certain opportunities to create 
good-will on his South American'trip. Rich- 
ard Dudman, Post-Dispatch correspondent 
with the presidential party, reports that sev- 
eral have noticed with dismay that guests at 


,Mr. Eisenhower's various receptions on his 


four-nation tour are mainly big industrialists 
and hacienda owners, and that labor leaders, 
writers and educators are rarely seen at these 
gatherings. 


There are-two points that can be made in 
this regard. One is that Mr. Eisenhower’s 
White House guests during the last seven 
years have been mainly business men; labor 
leaders, writers and educators have never 
been very welcome, The other is that the 
demands of diplomatic protocol must be met 
in compiling guest lists for these affairs and 
it may be inevitable that mistakes and omis- 
sions will occur. 

The advisers, who were appointed by the 
President last year as part of a move to reap- 
praise United States relations with Latin 
America, should, however, be given the op- 
portunity to put their views before Mr. Eisen- 
hower. Instead, Mr. Dudman reports, they 
find themselves “effectively insulated” from 
him. They would like Mr. Eisenhower to 
mention in his speeches the importance of 
democratic labor unions and the need for 
United States contributions to Latin-American 
public education. But they have been unable 
to get to the President. 

This situation tends to emphasize the testi- 
mony given in Washington by Robert A. Lov- 
ett, former Under Secretary of State. Mr. 
Lovett told a Senate subcommittee he thought 
it was a “disservice to the President not to 
debate matters of importance before him.” Mr. 


Lovett was talking about National Security ° 


Council meetings, but it is true that the Presi- 
dent has too often been shielded from his ow 
advisers. : 
Mr. Eisenhower is traveling more than 
11,000 miles on this trip. If members of his 
advisory committee discover ways of making 
the journey more effective, they certainly 
should have the ony to be heard.

Everybody loses a 
chance at new jobs: East Siders lose both 
the jobs and the added tax base they need to 
support necessary public services. 

Citizens and labor leaders who were instru- 
mental in driving gambling out of East St. 
Louis and improving labor-management rela- 
tions to win an “All-America” award for their 
community ought to see what can ‘be done to 
clean up the Levee district. It is a blot on 
the whole metropolitan community.

The actions of the reviewing court 
not only bring varying sentences into 
line but also provide guidance for the 
lower courts in future sentencing. 

In this country, Massachusetts has 
established a new system that permits 
any inmate of the state prison to ap- 
peal his sentence to a three-judge court 
within 1¢ days after the sentence. 

The three-judge court could change 
the sentence but could increase it only 
if it gives the defendant a hearing. 

Requiring judges to explain their 
sentences and providing some form of 
review are proposals that are we!! 
worth exploring by the courts, Con- 
gress and the state legislatures. 

As Chief Judge Simon Sobeloff of the 
Fourth Circpit Court of Appeals he; 
observed, “The truth is tha’ po: 
sentence is too delicate and too po 
ful a function to lodge in any m< 
hands entirely unsupervised.”

ance, however, we've often 
wondered how we could have 
so many authorities on hockey 
in the home town when so few 
St. Louisans have seen big 
league hockey regularly. Work- 
ing in the East before World 
War II, we watched the Boston 
Bruins’ famed Kitchener line of 
Schmidt, Dumart and Bauer 
for a season. Yet how canany 
one be an authority on a sport 
unless he has played it or seen 
the best for more than one sea- 
son (1941) in Boston or anoth- 
er (1934) when the Ottawa 
franchise became the St. Louis 
Eagles? 

Another, factor in the failure 
of the Mercs to draw more at 
Phe Arena must be that the 
management is charging big 
league admission prices for a 
minor league attraction. Third, 
the repeated assertion that the 
Mercs are Toleda’s team, not 
St. Louis’s, has to discourage a 
town taking a squad or players 
to its hearts, as the city did 
the well-promoted professional 
basketball Hawks. 

There still seems room for 
hockey in St. Louis, just as 
there definitely is for pro foot 
ball. If the International 
Hockey League would step up 
its salary limit, a Midwestern 
circuit of St. Loui8, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis and Toledo as a 
nucleus might well attract Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsburgh and the one 
big league city in the Am2ri- 
can Hockey League, Cleveland.

‘Crime Passionnel’ 


As French, View H 


NEW YORK, March 1. 
AN AMERICAN STUDENT from a Midwest high school 
writes to us and says: ‘Dear Sir, 
“We are studying France in school, and I am doing a 
paper on orame — Cou you please help me? Etc.” 
vith Well, student, to start 
with, there is no such 
thing as a “crime passion- 
nel,” at least no such thing 


on the books. If you want 
to be technical about it, 
and as long as you're 
writing a paper you might 
as well be, the French 
criminal code specifically 
states that passion cannot 
be an excuse for a crime. 
The code says: “It is 
everybody's duty to resist 
the grip of passion. One 
of the aims of the threat 
of punishment is to give 
all human beings a supple- 
mentary reason to control 
their instincts.” 

But, although this should 
more or less rule out 
crimes of passion. in 
French courts, it doesn’t. Another part of the French criminal 
code provides ‘extenuating circumstances have to be taken 
into consideration by the judge and the jury during a trial.” 

Lawyers and defendants decided a long time ago there 
was nothing as extenuating as someone committing a crime 
for love, and French juries have been so passionatéty moved 
by someone pleading his or her crime that they have acquit- 
ted the person, even though he fully confessed and pleaded — 
guilty. 


The most successful criminal lawyers in France 
are those who can bring tears to the eyes of the 
jury and the judge and convince them the murderer 
is innocent and the corpse guilty.

Most crimes of violence are punished by sentences of 
death~6r hard labor, and a French jury would rather find 
a victim of/a crime passionnel ‘‘not guilty” than send him 
to a rock pile for 10 or 20 years. 


To give you a good example for your paper, let us take 
the trial of Mme. Chevallier, which took place in 1952. This 
was one of the most famous “crimes passionnels’’ of the 
past decade. 

Dr. Chevallier, a young internist, married a nurse of 
very humble background. During the war he became very 
active in the Resistance and was a hero. After the war 
he was elected Mayor of Orleans and decided to go into 
national politics. 

As these things happen, his wife couldn’t keep up with 
him socially, so he took on a mistress and left his spouse 
to wither on the vine, so to speak. He also neglected his 
family. On the day that Dr. Chevallier was given a Cabinet 
post he announced to his wife he was getting a divorce to 
marry his mistress. 

His wife took the news calmly and shot him dead. 


Sfie was arrested and tried. Since all of Orleans 
was upset about the affair, it was decided to move 
the trial to Rennes. But even in Rennes emotions 
ran high and it was obvious that the sympathies of 
the audience were with Mme. Chevallier. How do 
we know this? Because every time the defense spoke 
the audience applauded, and every time the mistress 
of Dr. Chevallier appeared in court, they booed. 


In order to understand a crime passionnel, you must 
keep in mind that in the case of murder trials the public’s 
sympathy is always with the one who has been wronged and 
whose love has not been returned. 


And if the defense lawyer is doing his job, the corpse 
becomes more and—more of a scoundrel who deserved what 
he got. French trial audiences have a highly developed sense 
of honor; they will condemn the man with a mistress and 
sympathize with the wife who couldn’t take it any more 
and had to shoot him. 

Yet when the French go to the theater it seems as if 
they’re rooting the other way around. When the French 
witness a play, the victim becomes the hero, the betrayed 
wife looks ridiculous, and the mistress gets the applause. 
Murderers in French plays almost always go to the guillotine. 

_ The outcome of the Chevallier trial was as follows: Mme. 
Chevallier was acquitted, the jury ruling that “no crime or 
offense had been committed,” and she was almost carried 
out of the city by a triumphant population. The mistress, 
ion the other hand, had to be protected by the police or she 
would have been lynched.

NEW YORK, March 1. 

MOST HIGHLY RATED come- 
dians I’ve known are sour apples 
when not performing before the 
public. . Without the benefit of 
their writers who have to keep 
feeding them wit and humor, 
they are too often sad, grumpy, 
dullish fellows who readily admit 
to being worriers. 


So it was a refreshing experi- 
ence to run into Johnny Wayne 
and Frank Shuster, the Canadian 


comedy team that appears regu- 


larly on Ed Sullivan’s television 
show. 


Encountering these two brisk, 
fun-loving characters is like re- 
ceiving an electric shock. They 
are fast-talking, excitable, in- 
tensely alive young men who 
seem bursting with good humor, 
and so naturally friendly that it 
just about bowls you over. With 
them there is none of the usual 
comedians’ caution and reserve 
while giving an interview. 

Wayne, a dark and wiry ban- 
tam with flashing eyes, said at 
one point: 


“Just because Frank and I 
are plain family men who nev- 
er go to night clubs, we’ve 
been called squares. Of course 
we’re squares and we’re proud 
of it! We live ‘in a square 
neighborhood in Toronto, and 
were ex-Boy Scouts, which is 
about as square as anyone can 
get. I consider night clubs 
places of noisy desperation.” 


Shuster laughed. ‘Our idea of 
real wild fun is to go to the 
hockey games in Toronto or on 
fishing trips with our families,” 


he said. “I don’t think either of 
us will ever get too show- 
businessy.” 


The two have been collaborat- 
ing ever since their high-school 
days when they wrote a Boy 
Scout revue. Their teamwork 
continued at the University of 
Toronto when they wrote and 
starred in ‘‘College Follies,”” and 
then they went on to radio and 
television. In 1942 they enlisted 
in the Canadian Army and soon 
found themselves entertaining 
troops overseas. They were in 
the first entertainment group to 
go to Normandy after D-day. 


Wayne and Shuster commute to 
New York for their Ed Sullivan 
appearances and have no inten- 
tion of setting up their homes 
here even if it means greater op- 
portunities. 

“‘We’re real Toronto boys and 
want to stay there where we know 
everybody,” said Shuster. ‘Our 
wives want it that way, too.” 

Active on the Canadian tele- 
vision network, they once ran 
their own series of specials, ‘“The 
Wayne and Shuster Hour.” This 
season they are under contract 
for six CBS shows. 

“We've been called do-it-your- 
self comedians,’”’ said Wayne, 
“and I guess that’s about right. 
We not only write all our own 
material but work closely with 
the directors, scenic designers, 
costumers and even the camera- 
men. And it’s real work, two solid 
weeks of preparation for the few 
minutes we appear on the Sulli- 
van show. A week of writing back 
home and a week of rehearsing 
here in New York. We keep 
writing, rewriting and changing 
bits of business here and there 
until we’re satisfied.”

How 260 Senior 


First Anniversary Observed at 
Center Set Up by Jewish Women’s 
Council—It Provides Members 
‘Something to Look Forward To’

AS THE CLOCK strikes noon, Monday through Friday, the 
doors of a store-front building at 6633 Enright avenue in University 


City swing open. 
with halting step, starts in. 


A parade of gray-haired men and women, some 
Inside, one group heads for the card 
tables, another for the chess game. 


Some enter the crafts room, 


some study English, a few settle down to watch television. 


This is the Counci] Lounge 
for Senior Citizens, established 
a year ago by the St. Louis 
Section, National Council of 
Jewish Women. It marked its 
first birthday with an open 
house recently. No baby ever 
had a happier set of grand- 
parents to help with the cele- 
bration. 

There’s good reason for the 
patrons to be happy. Afternoons 
are filleu which otherwise would 
be empty. And there's always 
something to look forward to. 


Something to look forward to. 
These were the five words that 
kept running through the con- 
versations with lounge mem- 
bers. One was a_ gray-haired 
woman in her 70s. 

“This is a blessing,”’ she said. 
“On Saturdays and Sundays 
when the lounge isn’t open, the 
apartment seems like a prison. 
This gives you something to 
look forward to.”’ 


A white-haired man picked up 
the conversation. He used to be 
a, painter and decorator. Now, 
in the lounge crafts room he 
has turned his former vocation 
into a hobby. : 


“This is the best thing for 
older citizens,’ he said. ‘“‘It 
gives us something to occupy 
our minds. It enriches our lives, 
gives us something to look for- 
ward to.”’ 


This was the purpose of the 
Council of Jewish Women when 
the lounge was established in a 
one-time food market. Money 
left as a legacy by Miss Laura 
Jacobson was used to- remodel 
the property and get the proj- 
ect off to a good start. Three 
years of study and research 
preceded the actual decision to 
establish the center. 


Once members of the Council 
decided that this was the type 
of project most urgently needed, 
they set to work. They lined up 
committees and volunteer staff 
to aid the paid professional di- 
rector. They obtained furniture, 
hired an architect and work- 
men. The big room—3000 square 
feet—was transformed into a 
center for a variety of activities. 

There’s a large area just in- 
side the door for card games, 
television, chess and just chat- 
ting. On one side of the hall 
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View at right of the lounge's 
bright and comfortable in- 
terior.

leading to the rear is the crafts 
room, liberally decorated with 
members’ work. On the other 
side are two smaller rooms, one 
for cards—and usually occupied 
only by men—the other for 
English classes. Many of the 
lounge members are foreign- 
born. 

In the back is another large 
room for everything from re- 
freshments to bingo and from 
dancing the polka to listening to 
a guest lecturer. 

No two days are the same at 
Council Lounge. On Mondays 
there’s a movie; Tuesdays, spe- 
cial events, English class, danc- 
ing; Wednesdays, crafts; Thurs- 
days, bingo, crafts, birthday 
parties and dancing; Fridays, 
work on the Ship-a-box project, 
a philanthropic program of ship- 
ping toys and other articles to 
needy homes overseas. This is 
done by the men and is sched- 
uled on Friday since fewer 
women come then. They’re at 
home cooking for the weekend 
meals. 

But those are just the ‘‘spe- 
cialties of the house.’’ Card and 


chess games are always going 
on; the crafts room is always

open. 
ways available, if the watchers 
Can just agree.on a program. 
Television often is the last 
choice of recreation, however. 
Unless there’s a special event 
such as a World Series or elec- 
tion coverage, no one rushes 
over to turn on the set. They can 
watch television at home. 


Here, they can meet their 
friends. They can even meet fu- 
ture husbands and wives. Two 
pairs met at the lounge and were 
married. 

Most members are widows and 
widowers, with a few husband- 
and-wife teams. The majority 
live in the neighborhood, al- 
though it is open to anyone who 
cares to come. Most are Jewish, 
although those of other faiths 
are equally welcome. 


Membership in the lounge 
now stands at 260, with 60 on 
the waiting list. Usually, more 
than 100 or so drop in during 
an afternoon. Some stay just 
a little while. Most stay until 
it’s time to lock the doors 
again,

‘Dear Dr. Molner: 
“WOULD YOU EXPLAIN pityriasis rosea—its cause and 
treatment? MRS. A.J.R.” 


It’s common. Consists of numerous small scaly patches, 
from pink to yellow in color; it is often preceded a week 
or two by a single large patch called a ‘‘herald” patch. 

Pityriasis rosea usually involves the trunk, rarely the face. 
It doesn’t itch and the patient doesn’t feel ill, and even without 
treatment, it usually disappears in from four to 12 weeks. 
(Treating with ultra-violet light, medicated baths or mild 
lotions may speed healing.) 


However, there is one good reason why a doctor 
should be consulted—to make sure it is not something 
else, perhaps more seriqus, which it resembles. Aller- 
gy to medicine is one; syphillis is anothér psoriasis is 
a third. Otherwise, don’t worry. | 


It is rare for a person to have a second attack of pit- 
yriasis rosea, so presumably an attack results in subsequent 
immunity. This leads us to suspect that a virus may be the 
cause, although we are not sure.

THERE ARE comparativeiy 
few hands dealt in which the op- 
portunity occurs for a defender 
to make use of the play known 
as the Deschapelles Coup. But 
when the occasion arises, a de- 
‘fender must be right on his toes 
to take advantage of this sensa- 


tional and soul-satisfying play. 

West led a heart and declarer 
ducked two rounds of the suit, 
taking the third one with the 
ace. South then played a club 
and took a double finesse, losing 
the ten to the jack. 


There was only one card in his 
hand that East could now play 
to defeat the contract. With the 
club suit on the verge of estab- 
lishment, East had to find a way 
of reaching West’s hand to cash 
his hearts before declarer could 
cash his clubs. 

East decided that the best 
chance of defeating the contract 
was to play on the basis that 
West had the queen of diamonds. 
Accordingly, he led the king of 
diamonds. 

This unusual play, considering 
that East had no other high dia- 
monds to back up his king lead, 
had the desired effect. It did not 
matter whether declarer took the 
ace on this trick or the next. 
West’s queen was established as 
an entry to cash his hearts, and 
South was bound to go down at 
least two tricks.

But if East had led back a low 
diamond instead of the king, de- 
clarer could have made the hand 
by winning West’s queen with 
the ace and establishing his dia- 
monds to bring him to nine 
tricks. 

And if East had avoided the 
diamonds altogether by return- 
ing a spade, South would have 
made the contract by cashing 
his spades and taking another 
club finesse. This would also 
have brought declarer to nine 
tricks. 

East’s deliberate sacrifice of 
the king of diamonds—the Des- 
chapelles Coup—was necessary 
to defeat the contract. His play 
might have led to the loss of a 
30-point trick if the cards had 
been distributed differently, but 
athe added possibility of stopping 
a vulnerable game was well 


worth the small investment.
